STEEL KAILS. 


In speaking of the fact that a hun- 


dred thousand tons of steel rails were 
•hipped from Pennsylvania to England 
the Boston Journal says: 


"Thiit order marks a most signal 


triumph for the American system of 
protection. Thirty years ago, when an 
effort began to be made to encourage 
the manufacturer in this country of 
railroad iron, which hitherto had been 
largely imported, these doctrinaires 
scoffed at the idea. 
Ameiicans could 


not make good rails they said; ojly 
Englishmen and Scotchman knew ho.v 
to do it—the ores, the coal an'i the 
climate wevo ;.ot suitable—ami oi<:ij 
other dusar.l ttiin-M which, \ve :i •-', 
may soon oe cn.iritably f uruotten 


"Steel rails which thirty yeur- <ih-o 


wheu we importod them from iiujtUnd, 
cost $94 a ton, now sell for about .*20. 
In 1890the United States]manufactured 
1,867,837 tons of steel rails, Tn^riud 
about 1,003,000 tons. 


"This is 'what protection ha-> d-iut. 


But the glib doctrinaires may i'ry. 
'why, then, do yon need protection 
longer?' Tniti* not the present pom', 
Protection has created a groat Ameri- 
can industry, and tit the same time has 
cheapened prices to the consumer. The 
doctrinaires flatly denied that it could 
do these things—and the doctrinaires 
are confounded." 


The writer of the above may be right 


io saying that the opponents of a hi^h 
tariff claimed that Americans conld 
not make steel rails, and that only 
Englishmen and Scotchmen knew how 
to do it, and that the ores, the coal and 
climate v/ere not suitable but we think 
he if calling largely on his imaginat on 
There are a great many people in this 
country, however, at this present time 
who insist that there are things we can- 
not do because England will not do the 
same ! For instance we cannot remone- 
tize silver. It will he news to most 
people to learn that any political party 
or man of any prominence ever ad- 
mitted that that the Americans were 
behind any class of people in mechani- 
cal ingenuity. 


That steel rails are selling so low the 


world over.is due, as the JOUBVAL must 
know, to improved methods in tLeir 
manufacture as well as to the gradual 
cheapening of the raw material. The 
Bessener process, of course, has been 
the> prime factor in the great reduction. 
Prices in all other countries having 
fallen in a similar ratio prove that the 
same general causes have forced the 
same results. In answer to ':be ques- 
tion, ''Why do you need piotection 
longer?" the response " That is not the 
present point" will certainly not hold 
water. 
If American 
manufacturers 


have become so proficient in making 
steel rails that they can sell them in 
British markets, what have they to fear 
from competition. England buys of 
America when she can get things 
cheapsr than at home. It would seem 
that is just the point, they don't need 
a tariff unless they fear competition 
and a tariff under such circumstances 
could only have the effect to build up 
more trusts or combinations.

steel trust is broken just nnw and the 
advance 
agents of prosperity are 


"pointing with pride" to the fact that 
steel rail mills are starting all over the 
country.
